manner, as required by Group 111 (i.e., claim 19). 

Group II (i.e., claim 18) does not require wherein a portion of the status data residing in 
the common memory area is immediately processed by the standby automation device as the 
current status image of the technical device and the automation system, whereby the standby 
automation device takes over the function of the former master automation device in a jolt-free 
manner, as required by Group III (i.e., claim 19). 

Any features shares amongst these three groups does not appear to be special as 
evidenced by Pittelkow US 7,003,688, as cited in the previous office action. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
